The Fashion Me a People conference was a great experience not only for us who went from OLBH, but the 
other participants from our Diocese from the parishes of Cathedral, St. Joseph’s in Spearfish, Holy Cross 
in Timber Lake, Holy Rosary in Trail City and St. Mary’s in Isabel. 


We are looking forward to returning next year to deepen our commitment to be a parish that embraces life-long learning 
as a way of life, which is really the heart of Intergenerational and Whole Community Catechesis. Next year’s conference 
is based on the Word of God in the Life and Mission of the Church, the theme of this last year’s Synod of Bishops (2008). 
So I am sure we will be doing some fundraising to make this happen. 


The Conference itself is based on a book by Maria Harris entitled Fashion Me a People: Curriculum in the Church. This was 
the theme for this year’s conference, taken from Harris’ writing. 


“Education in the church is lifelong. This is too obvious to bear repetition, too obvious until we begin to see how 
major are the revisions this belief demands in our educational curriculum. Still, education in the church as 
lifelong must be our starting point because the pastoral vocation is lifelong. For a people called by the gospel, 
there is no time in our life when that call ends. Our education into it is ongoing and ought to become increasingly 
richer and more complex as we develop through adulthood.” -Maria Harris 


As we think about Gatherings of Grace (GOG) - our name for Intergenerational/Whole Community Catechesis - again is 
about being life-long learners of the faith. It is about how we live and pass on our faith, our catholic identity from one 
generation to the next. GOG is to help us as individuals, as families, as members of this parish community to always 
continue the work of our initiation in our catholic faith through the sacraments of Baptism, Confirmation and Eucharist. 


Anthropologists tell us that we are looking at the DNA, if you will, when reviewing and studying initiation rites of peoples 
and cultures. Part of our DNA is that we are meant to be life-long learner’s, to be in a life-long relationship with God, 
Father, Son and Holy Spirit, and with one another. 


In the next several weeks we will be sharing with the parish some of the DNA we discovered at Fashion Me a People 
conference and the call as a parish community to be life-long learners of the faith.

From the Pro-Life Commission
